at baving to say “ Farewell "280 soon, For 
it is lees than three years since His 
Excellency tock over the reins of Goverao- 
ment; but short as the perio! is, much kas 
been accomplished under his wise direction 
to the permanent advantage of the Colony, 
and incidentally to the enhancement of Sir 
Marruew NatnAn’s reputation as an able 
and far-seeing administrator. The qualities 
which have made His Excellency so popular 
in the Colony are well set forth in the 
Address—his singleness of purpose, lis 
impartiality, lis strength aud ability. and 
the dignity with which Le has maintained 
the office, combined with his unfailing 
courtesy and unbounded hespitality.

MISSING EARTHQUAKES.” -

It is characteristic of the perfection to . 


which seis nographic instruments have been 
curried that the recent series of great’ 
earthquakes which have shaken so much of 
the earth’s surface have been marked by 
the instruments at all the chief seismogical 
observatories of the world.

I think that thix sarvice 
appreciates this +ital fact—that everything 
which each one of them-does matters and has ils 
effect on the credit of the whole body.

LAST MAN CAPTURE]: SMART DSTECTIVE 


WORK, 


Without doubt the last of the three wen 
arrested in connection wilh thea murder of a 
Japanese seaman at, a boarding how-e 
Connaught Road, was the most sl ppery

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THE BIGGEST CRANES IN THE 
BY EAST.. 


D-CKYAEBD ACQUISITIONS, 

The largest cranes in the East. This is 
pot idle boasting, but is the considered judg- 
ment of..those iu a position to know. The 
‘four new: craves erected in His Majesty's 


’ Naval Dockyard at Hongkong are the largest 


in the Ka:t. It is not difficult to believe it 
when one glances at the gigantic structures 
which loom so distinctly in the landscape and 
seascape. Certainly no one could look at them 
withont some curiousity being roused, and 
inow that these cranes have been completed 
and handed over to the naval authorities it 
is perbaps fitting that some description of 
them should be given to the public. 

Prerising, what everybody here knows, that 
Hongkong Dockyard is being equipped so 
as tobe able to undertake all necessary repairs 
and overhauling of ships of war. it will be 
understood that these larga and powerful 
cranes are intended to lift guna, boilers, 
engines or indeed any part of a ship that 
may require repair. ‘They will be’ used for 
dismantling ships in cases of overhaul. The 
four cranes—three of twenty tong, and one of 
fifty tons—are of the type known as the 
Fairbairn crane, which is distinguished by 
the swan neck jib, This formation of jib gives 
a greater head-clearance-—more room and greater 
facility for lifting weighis to the maximum 
height of the crane. * To most people 
the sight of these curved cranes suggests 
problems of gravity, but mechauics and 
experience Lave pruved the wisdom of the 
innovation, and, while nobody suggests that our 
naval authorities do not make mistakes, (here 
is sufficient confidence in them to approve 
their. selection of the most up to date appliances. 
Ordinary derrick and travelling. cranes need 
ballast to. maintain their equilibriam, buat 
these curved structures have no ballagt at all. 
What gives them their stability is the parti- 
cularly ‘deep and solid foundations in which 
they are built. They bave each a foundation 
of 29 feet 6 inches in depth, while they risa 
to a height with the swan neck curve of 65 
feet above the ground level and possess a revol- 
ving radius of 60 feet. The jib, in the con- 
struction of which steel is entirely employed, 
is made ina box section. In the caseof the twenty 
ton cranes, which have to lift that we'ght at the 
rate of twenty feet per minute, there is also a fast 
egear for lifting weights of five tons and uoder 
at the rate of eighty feet per minute. The 
revolving speed, the speed at the hook, is 180 
feet per minute. From these figures even the 
Jay mind can appreciate the facility which these 
oranes will introduc: in all big works of repair. 
We have already indicated that the cranes are 
sunk ina very deep well, the whole of which is 
encased -in a cast iron oylinder, consisting of 
machined plates bolted together and made water- 
tight. The whole of the foundation castings 
are bolted from top to bottom with long 
bolts, 26 feet long, these holding the 
In each iffstance the whole 
crane rests on live rollers, the value sad utility 
of which can be appreciated without any great 
knowledge of engineering. Live rollers are 
also placed round the girth of the crane at the 
ground level, and this combination gives that 
rewarkable revolving speed which distinguishes 
the Fairbairn @ype.
